1 . SUMMARY. DURING THE THIRD AND FINAL DAY OF THE DEBATE 
ON CYPRUS ON NOVEMBER 9, STATEMENTS WERE MADE BY REPS OF 
BYELORUSSIA, BENIN, UKRAINIAN SSR, SRI LANKA, ROMANIA, 

BULGARIA, U.S., ALBANIA, KUWAIT, SIERRA LEONE, GREECE, 

SWAZILAND, PAKISTAN, GHANA, KENYA, PANAMA, 

BURUNDI AND BOTSWANA.AT THE END OF THE MORNING SESSION 
FOREIGN MINISTER CHRISTOPHIDES FOR CYPRUS AND AMBASSADOR 
TURKMEN FOR TURKEY EACH EXERCISED RIGHTS OF REPLY TO 
STATEMENTS EACH HAD MADE IN PREVIOUS SESSIONS. 

THE TONE OF CHRISTOPHIDES'S STATEMENT WAS PARTICULARLY 
RECRIMINATORY AND BOTH STATEMENTS ADDED NOTHING NEW TO 
THE WELL-KNOWN VIEES OF BOT STATES. TWO ELEVENTH-HOUR 
MODERATING AMENDMENTS PROPOSED BY SAUDI ARABIAN AMB. BAROODY 
WERE REIECTED. OPERATIVE PARAGRAPH 5 (CALLING FOR 
SECURITY COUNCILACTION ) WAS VOTED ON SEPARATELY AND 
WAS ADOPTED BY A VOTE OF 82 FOR, 9 AGAINST (US), 
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AND 48 ABSTENTIONS. THE DRAFT RESOLUTION AS A WHOLE 
WAS ADOPTED BY A VOTE OF 1 16 FOR, 6 AGAINST, AND 
20 ABSTENTIONS (US). END SUMMARY. 

2. BYELORUSSIA CHARGED THAT "IMPERIALIST CIRCLES HAVE 
DONE EVERYTHING IN THE PAST TO BLOCK COMPLIANCE WITH PRE- 
VIOUS UN RESOLUTIONS SO AS TO MAINTAIN AND CONSOLIDATE 
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NATO INFLUENCE WITHIN THE EASTERN MEDITERRANEAN". THIS 
AREA, STATED THE PERMREP, IS THEREFORE BOTH A DOMESTIC 
AND AN INTERNATIONAL AREA WITHIN WHICH THE WESTERN 
IMPERIALIST POWERS ARE INTERFERRING IN THE INTERNAL 
AFFAIRS OF CYPRUS SO AS TO STRENGTHEN THE SOUTHERN BLOC 
OF NATO. IN ORDER TO RESOLVE THE PROBLEM FAIRLY HE 
APPEALED TO ALL MEMBERS OF THE ASSEMBLY TO SUPPORT 
THE PROPOSAL OF THE USSR TO CONVENE AN INTERNATIONAL 
CONFERENCE TO WHICH THE IMMEDIATE PARTIES WOULD BE 
INVITED AS WELL AS MEMBERS OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL AND 
OTHER, BUT UNNAMED, MEMBER STATES OF THE NON - ALIGNED 
WORLD. 

3. THER PERMREP OF BENIN DENOUNCED THE "DUPLICITY OF THE 
IMPERIALISTS FOR SHEDDING CROCODILE TEARS ABOUT THE RECENT 
HISTORY OF CYPRUS". HE STATED THAT THE IMPERALIST 
NATIONS WERE BENT UPON LEADING CYPRUS AWAY FROM THE 
NON-ALIGNED WORLD AND THAT THESE SAME POWERS WERE 
INTENT ON DESTROYING CYPRUS AS AN INDEPENDENT STATE. 

THE NATO POWERS, HE SAID, WERE FAHSIONING CYPRUS INTO 
AN ARTIFICIAL SPRINGBOARD OF AGGRESSION IN THE MIDDLE 
EAST FOR, WHAT HE ALLEGED, WAS THE "PROTECTION OF THE 
IMPERIALIST, ZIONIST STATE OF ISRAEL". 

4. THE UKRAINE EXPRESSED SKEPTICISM ABOUT ANY FUTURE 
PROGRESS IN THE RESOLUTION OF THE CYPRUS PROBLEM. THE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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PERMREP STATED THAT INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS HAVE PRODUCED 
FEW RESULTS DESPITE PREVIOUS UNGA RESOLUTIONS CALLING 
UPON THE PARTIES TO RECONCILE THEIR DIFFERENCES ONCE 
AND FOR ALL. THE UKRAINE, HE SAID, HAS BEEN APPALLED 
BY THE "OUTSIDE INTERFERENCE IN THE PROBLEM" AND THEREFORE 
RECOMMENDED THAT THE TALKS BE RECONVENED IN A FORUM 
SUCH AS THAT SUGGESTED BY THE USSR. 

5. SRI LANKA MAINTAINED THAT THE TURKISH FEDERATED 
STATE IS "AN ILLEGAL MONSTROSITY WHICH HAS IMPOSED 
A DE FACTO AND ARTIFICIAL SEPARATION OF CYPRUS INTO 
TWO DISTINCT AREAS". ALTHOUGH, SAID THE PERMREP, MOST 
MEMBERS OF THE UNGA SUPPORT PREVIOUS RESOLUTIONS ON THE 
PROBLEM, THERE ARE THOSE, HE CHARGED, WHO ARE CONSPORING 
TO PERPETUATE THIS DIVISION INTO TWO DISTINCT STATES. 

AS A STIMULUS FOR NEW MOVEMENT LEADING TO A SOLUTION, 

THE PERMREP RECOMMENDED, AND SAID THAT HIS DELEGATION 
SUPPORTED, THE SUGGESTION OFFERED BY GUYANA DURING THE 
DEBATE ON NOVEMBER 8 TO SEND A FACT-FINDING MISSION TO 
CYPRUS TO ASSIST IN THE ACCELERATION OF NEGOTIATIONS 
THERE AND TO RECOMMEND TO THE SECURITY COUNCIL THAT THE 
ROLE OF THE SECRETARY GENERAL BE ENHANCED AS A MEDIATOR. 
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6. CAUTIOUSLY AND IN AN EVEN-HANDED MANNER, THE PERM- 
REP OF ROMANIA EXHORTED BOTH SIDES TO REFRAIN FROM EXACERBAT- 
ING ACTIVITES AND DECLARATIONS. REGRETTING THE LACK 
OF PROGRESS IN INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS SINCE THE VIENNA 
AND NICOSIA MEETINGS, HE ASKED THAT THE TWO COMMUNITIES 
APPROACH THE TABLE ONCE MORE IN A SPIRIT OF GOOD-WILL 
AND OPEN-MINDEDNESS. BOTH SIDES, HE SAID, DESPITE THEIR 
TERRIBLE ANTEGONISMS OF THE PAST, SHARE MUCH IN COMMON 
AND HAVE LIVED IN PEACE SIDE-BY-SIDE FOR CENTURIES PRIOR 
TO THE MOST RECENT TRAGIC EVENTS. ROMANIA, HE SAID, 

WOULD SUPPORT AND VOTE FOR THE DRAFT RESOLUTION 
BECAUSE IT CALLED FOR THE RECONVENING OF SUCH TALKS. 
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7. THE TONE OF THE STATEMENT BY THE PERMREP OF BULGARIA 
WAS NEARLY AS OBJECTIVE AS THAT OF ROMANIA. WHILE 
CRITICAL OF 'OUTSIDE INTERFERENCE" THE BULGARIAN PERM- 
REP ALSO INVITED THE TWO CYPRIOT SIDES TO RETURN TO THE 
NEGOTIATING TABLE IN A PROPER AND CONSTRUCTIVE FRAME 
OF MIND. THE BEST FORUM FOR SUCH DISCUSSIONS, HE SAID, 
WOULD BE AT AN INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE SUCH AS THAT 
PROPOSED BY THE USSR. HE ALSO NOTED THAT BULGARIA 
INTENDED TO VOTE FOR THE DRAFT RESOLUTION. 

8. THE UNITED STATES REP FOLLOWED WITH A STATEMENT 
BEING REPORTED BY SEPTEL. 
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9. ALBANIA TRACED THE CAUSE OF THE CURRENT SITUATION IN 
CYPRUS BACK TO ITS COLONIAL PAST. SINCE THEN THE 
PERMREP CHARGED THAT "THE IMPERIALIST POWERS HAVE BREN 
RELUCTANT TO RELEASE THEIR GRASP AND HAVE ACTUALLY 
PROVOKED THE CURRENT UNSTABLE SITUATION IN CYPRUS SO 
AS TO JUSTIFY THE MAINTENANCE OF A MILITARY PRESENCE 

IN THE AREA FOR THE PURPOSE OF KEEPING ORDER". THE 
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USSR BORE ITS RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE INSTABILITY IN 
CYPRUS. DENOUNCING WHAT HE STATED WAS A SUPER-POWER 
RIVALRY IN THE ISLAND, AND THE TUG OF WAR BETWEEN THE 
US AND THE USSR FOR DOMINATION AND CONTROL OF THE 
EASTERN MEDITERRANEAN, ALBANIA THEN IDENTIFIED THE 
PRINCIPAL CAUSE OF THE CYPRUS TRAGEDY AS THE GRAND 
DESIGN OF THE UNITED STATES TO USE THE COUNTRY AS A 
"SPRINGBOARD DOR THE SUPPORT OF ISRAELI IMPERIALISM 
IN THE MIDDLE EAST" ALBANIA WAS NOT AT ALL OPTIMISTIC 
ABOUT THE RESOLUTION OF THE PROBLEM OF CYPRUS SO LONG 
AS "SUPER-POWERS CONTINUE THEIR IMPERIALISTIC INTRIGUES 
THERE". 

10. IN ONE OF THE FEW STATEMENTS IN WHICH THE 
TURKISH SIDE FEARED WELL, THE PERMREP OF KUWAIT 
OBSERVED 

THAT THE TURKISH MINORITY IN THE PAST HAD MANY WELL 
JUSTIFIED FEARS ABOUT THEIR ABILITY TO LIVE IN PEACE 
ON THE ISLAND. THE TURKISH INVASION, SAID THE PERMREP, 

WAS A REACTION TO THE GREEK ATTEMPTED COUP AGAINST 
MAKARIOS AND IF ANY PROGRESS IS TO BE MADE IN REACHING 
A SOLUTION THE TURKISH CYPRIOT COMMUNITY MUST BE 
GUARANTEED AN EQUAL OPPORTUNITY IN THE ADMINISTRATION 
OF A UNIFIED GOVERNMENT. INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS, HE SAID, 
MUST BE ENCOURAGED AND BECAUSE SUCH TALKS ARE CALLED 
FOR IN THE DRAFT RESOLUTION HIS DELEGATION, HE SAID, 

WOULD VOTE FOR IT. 

1 1 . THE PERMREP OF SIERRA LEONE EXPRESSED THE VIEW THAT 
THE MOST CONSTRUCTIVE SUGGESTIONS ABOUT A RESOLUTION TO 
THE PROBLEM WERE THOSE TABLED AT THE COLOMBO MEETING 
OF NON-ALIGNED STATES. INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS, HE SAID, 
SHOULD BE RESUMED UNDER THE AUSPICES OF THE SECRETARY 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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GENERAL AND FREE FROM WHAT HE SAID HAD BEEN PREVIOUS 
FOREIGN INTERFERENCE. 
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12. FOLLOWING THE FOREGOING STATEMENTS FOREIGN MINISTER 
CHRISTOPHIDES OF CYPRUS AND AMBASSADOR TURKMEN EACH 
EXERCISED THEIR RIGHTS OF REPLY TO STATEMENTS MADE BY 
THE OTHER ON PREVIOUS DAYS. STATING THAT HE WOULD NOT 
ATTEMPT TO REBUTT "THE HALF TRUTHS AND THE TERMINOLOGICAL 
INEXACTITUDE" OF TURKMEN, CHRISTOPHIDES PROCEEDED TO TRY TO DO JUST 
THAT. HE CHARGED THAT TURKMEN HAD LIED ABOUT THE 

DENIAL OF CIVIL RIGHTS FOR THE TURKISH CYPRIOTS IN 
CYPRUS AND CHARGED THAT IT WAS TURKEY ITSELF WHICH HAD 
DISCOURAGED, INDEED, HAD PREVENTED THE INCORPORATION OF 
THE TURKISH CYPRUIOT COMMUNITY INTO THE MAIN STREAM OF 
AN INDEPENDENT CYPRIOT STATE. 

13. EXCORIATING TURKEY FOR THE CONTINUED MAINTENANCE 
OF AMILITARY FORCE ON THE ISLAND EVEN AFTER THE 
RESTORATION OF CONSTITUTIONAL ORDER, CHRISTOPHIDES 
REJECTED THE TURKISH JUSTIFICATION OF AN ARMY OF OCCUPA- 
TION TO COUNTERWEIGH THE PRESENCE OF A GREEK MILITARY 
FORCE IN SOUTHERN CYPRUS AS "RIDICULOUS". ACCORDING TO 
CHRISTOPHIDES GREEK OFFICERS AND CONTINGENT OF THE 
GREEK NATIONAL GUARD NUMBERED IN THE HUNDREDS AND 
COULD NOT, THEREFORE, BE COMPARED IN ANY WAY AS A 
COUNTER- WEIGHT TO THE TURKISH MILITARY IN THE NORTH. 

14. CHRISTOPHIDES QUOTED FROM AN ARTICLE IN THE 
ECONOMIST THAT THE "OCCUPATION AREA OF CYPRUS HAS 
BEEN ALREADY ABSORBED INTO TURKEY AND THAT NORTHERN 
CYPRUS IS CURRENTLY RUN BY MAIN-LAND TURKEY." REFERRING 
TO AN ARTICLE IN THE JANUARY 23, 1977 EDITION OF THE 
LONDON TIMES, CHRISTOPHIDES STATED THAT THIS ARTICLE 
HAD INDICATED THE ACTIVITIES OF THE TURKISH TROOPS FOR 
REPRESSIVE AND CRUEL TACTICS AND FOR THEIR VIOLATION OF 
ORDINARY HUMAN RIGHTS ON CYPRUS. CONCLUDING THAT 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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TURKEY HAS DEMONSTRATED AN ARROGANT DISREGARD AND CONTEMPT 
FOR PREVIOUS UN RESOLUTIONS, CHRISTOPHIDES SHRUGGED OFF 
AS QUESTINABLE ANY FURTHER PROGRESS IF FUTURE TALKS 
SO LONG AS THE TURKISH SIDES MAINTAINS AN UNACCEPTABLE 
INTRANSIGENT ATTITUDE TOWARD THEM. 

15. IN RATHER MORE REASURED TONES, AMBASSADOR TURKMEN 
DENIED THAT THE TURKISH CYPRIOT COMMUNITY WAS SUBSERVI- 
ANT TO TURKEY IN ANY WAY. IN SUPPORT OF HIS ARGUMENT 

HE DREW UPON HIS OWN QUOTATIONS. PRINCIPALLY FROM 
PREVIOUS REPORTS OF THE SECRETARY GENERAL WHICH NOTED 
THAT THE TURKISH CYPRIOT COMMUNITY PRIOR TO 1974 WAS 
SUBJECT TO SEARCH AND CONTROL BY GREEK CYPRIOT POLICE. 
RESTRUCTIONS ON THE MOVEMENT OF TURKISH CIVILIANS AND 
DISCRIMINATION OF EVERY KIND HAD CREATED TERRIBLE 
HARDSHIPS FOR THE TURKISH COMMUNITY IN THE PAST, HE SAID. 

16. TURKMEN DISMISSED THE CHRISTOPHIDES ALLEGATION THAT 
CONTACTS BETWEEN THE TWO COMMUNITIES HAVE BROKEN DOWN. 

THEY HAVE NOT, HE SAID, AND DISCUSSIONS ON CONSTITUTIONAL 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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MATTERS ARE STILL TAKING PLACE BUT, HE EMPHASIZED, 

NOT UNTIL CONSTITUTIONAL GUARANTEES EXIST GRANTING FULL 
CIVIL RIGHTS TO THE TURKISH CYPRIOT COMMUNITY WILL 
TURKISH MILITARY FORCES BE WITHDRAWN. BUT HOW, HE 
ASKED RHETORICALLY, COULD THE TURKISH CYPRIOT COMMUNITY 
LIVE UNAFRAID ON THE ISLAND WHEN THEY KNOW THAT MOST 
GREEK CYPRIOTS SHARE THE GOAL OF MAKARIOS WHO, HE SAID, 

HAD LONG AGO EXPRESSED HIS PHILOSOPHY, TO WIT, THAT 
"MY AIM IS TO BE THE ARCHITECT OF ENOSIS." 

17. IN THE AFTERNOON SESSION GREECE (STRAVROPOULOS) 

NOTED THAT "NOT THE SLIGHTEST PROGRESS" HAS BEEN 
MADE ON CYPRUS. HE ASSERTED THAT "THIS UNJUSTIFIED DELAY 
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CANNOT BE ATTRIBUED TO THE GREEK-CYPRIOT SIDE, WHICH 
HAS NO INTEREST WHATSOEVER IN FREEZING THE SITUATION." 
STAVROPOULOS DECIRED THE TURKISH INTERVENTION OF 1974 
AND TURKEY'S CONTINUED OCCUPATION OF 40 PERCENT OF 
CYPRIOT TERRITORY. HE DECLARED THAT "IN CYPRUS THE 
WORLD COMMUNITY FINDS ITSELF CONFRONTED WITH ONE OF THOSE 
CASES IN WHICH ONE STATE CONTEMPTOUSLY DISREGARDS THE 
WILL OF THIS ORGANIZATION AND REFUSES TO COMPLY WITH ITS 
RESOLUTIONS." STAVROPOULOS ACCUSED THE TURKS OF 
ASSIGNING PRIORITY TO THE CONSTITUTIONAL ASPECT OF THE 
CYPRUS PROBLEM RATHER THAN TO THE TERRITORIAL ASPECT. 

HE EXPRESSED APPRECIATION TO THOSE COUNTRIES WHICH 
SUPPORT THE RPRESENCE OF UNFICYP. AND HE NOTED THAT 
GREECE WAS "MORE THAN EVER CONVINCED THAT UNFICYP 
MUST BE MAINTAINED AT ITS PRESENT LEVEL." STAVROPOULOS 
SAID IN CONCLUDING: "NOW IT IS UP TO THE TURKISH SIDE 
TO ABANDON ITS INTRANSIGENCE AND COME FORWARD WITH 
CONCRETE PROPOSALS IN A FRAME OF MIND CONDUCIVE TO THE 
SOLUTION OF THIS QUESTION." 
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18. THE OTHER SPEAKERS IN THE AFTERNOON S GENERAL 
DEBAE WERE SWAZILAND, GHANA, KENYA, PANAMA, BURUNID, 
BOTSWANA, AND PAKISTAN. ALL EXCEPT PAKISTAN DEPLORED 
TURKEY S ROLE IN CYPRUS. A RECURRING FORMULA IN THESE 
STATEMENTS WAS SUPPORT FOR THE "SOVEREIGNTY, TERRITIRIAL 
INTEGRITY, INDEPENDENCE, AND NON-ALIGNEMENT OF CYPRUS." 
PAKISTAN (ABBASI), THOUGH EXPRESSING SUPPORT FOR A 
RENEWAL OF INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS, CALLED FOR THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF AN "INDEPENDENT, NON-ALIGNED, BI- 
COMMUNAL FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF CYPRUS." 

19. AMB. BARODDY OF SAUDI ARABIA MADE A TYPICALLY 
BAROODIAN INTERRUPTION OF THE PROCEEDINGS TO INTRODUCE 
TWO ELEVENTH-HOUR. MODERATING AMENDMENTS TO THE NON- 
ALIGNED DRAFT RESOLUTION (SEE SEPTEL FOR TEXT OF 
RESOLUTION). HE SUGGESTED THAT "DEMANDS" IN OPERATIVE 
PARA 4 BE CHANGED TO "STRONGLY APPEALS TO..." HE ALSO 
SUGGESTED THAT OPERATIVE PARA 5 SHOULD READ: "RECOMMENDS 
THAT THE SECURITY COUNCIL SHOULD KEEP THE QUESTION OF 
CYPRUS UNDER CONSTANT REVIEW WITH A VIEW TO FINDING 

AN EQUITABLE SOLUTION ACCEPTABLE TO THE PARTIES 
CONCERNED." AFTER SRI LANKA AMB. AMERASINGHE OBJECTED 
TO THE CHANGES, THE FIRST AMENDMENT FAILED BY A VOTE 
OF 15 FOR (US), 71 AGAINST, AND 48 ABSTENTIONS AND THE 
SECOND AMENDMENT FAILED BY A VOTE OF 15 FOR (US), 71 
AGAINST, AND 48 ABSENTIONS. 

20. IN A SEPARATE VOTE OPERATIVE PAR 5 OF THE DRAFT 
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RESOLUTION WAS ADOPTED BY A VOTE OF 82 FOR, 9 AGAINST 
(US), AND 48 ABSTENTIONS. THE DRAFT RESOLUTION AS A 
WHOLE WAS ADOPTED BY A VOTE OF 1 16 FOR, 6 AGAINST, AND 
20 ABSTENTIONS (US). 
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
